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CONSTITUTION VS. 

UOUNCILMANIC 

Freedom of speech is provided 
for by the Constitution of the 
United States. The first amend- 
ment to thjs constitution denies 
to even the highest governing bo- 
dy of the United States — Congress 
—the right to limit anyone self- 
expression. 

Article 1 reads: 'RELIGION 
AND FREE SPEECH — Congress 
shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or pro- 
hibit the free exercise thereof; or 
abridging the freedom of speech 
er of the press; or the right of the 
people peaceably to assemble and 
(9 petition the government for a 
tedress of grievances." 

At^ he r e c e nt council m ee ting 
the Mayor was denied the right to 
speak and a lady citizen was also 
shouted down by members of the 
town council upon an attempt at 
"se{f -expression." 

Hot only is this action contrary 
to the principles of our govern- 
ment, it is also contrary to all 
fundamentals of common decency 
and gentlemanly courtesy. 

If aroused citizens in any com- 
munity want good government, 
they can get it. 

Councilmen are elected by citi- 
sens of a community. How long 
will citizens of any community ac- 
cept such arrogant violations of 
the principles of Democracy? 



"What li&kM Vum." h» nolntxl 
out: 

"Neither labor as snob, nor capi- 
tal as su^h. nor management as 
such is wanted far itself alone,* 
adding, "labor, capital 004 man- 
edagement together ar* wanted; 
that is. they have value, because 
jointly they team up to produce 
commodities and services which 
the people need, and for which 
people are willing to pay a price." 

All forms of compensation- 
wages, interest and profits— de- 
pend on production, Mr. Main de- 
clared, and are simply shares of 
income resulting when people buy 
commodities or services produced 
by workers, capital and managers. 

"In a free economy," he con- 
cluded, "where the people have a 
choice of how they will spend their 
money, the people will be the Una' 
judges of values. Unless we ne 
able to maintain a proper balance 
between the cost of each factor 
and the price of the final produ '. 
we will have "overpriced' costs. 
sales will drop, and the value of 
at least a part of the services go- 
ing into those products will be 
zero, and those who furnish those 
wservices will be unemployed. 
They will simply have 'priced 
themselves out of the market.' A 
part of the Job of management is 
to maintain that proper balance 
and avoid unemployment for men 
or machines." 

In other words, the role of the 
buying public in a free economy 
is that of final judge of the wages 
to be paid to capital, management 
and labor. 
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seems to know— apparently 
where in obscurity 

Kver since the first meeting of 
the victorious governments in 
World War II the miscalled Rus- 
sian "statesmen" have "snarled" 
at everything that represented 
the principles of Democratic Gov- 
ernment. The Russian government 
maintains uncivilised leaders with 
apparently nothing but brutal 
thoughts In mind. They have, so 
far, defeated the alms and pur- 
poses of the United Nations. 

The sooner we part with Russia, 
the better. There should be no re- 
gret expressed by the Nations that 
are trying to do an honest Job in 
World affairs.

Two thousand delegates of 
farmer cooperative organizations 
meeting at Fort Collins, Colorado, 
I a few days ago, were told by a 
representative of President Tiu- 
; man to "put your house in order." 
■ The speaker, Dr. E. C. Nourse, de- 
clared that "agrciulture is not to- 
jilay in the depressed condition" 
as it was in the early 1930's. On 
the contrary, he observed, the 
farmers of the country are not to 
blame lor the recent boom — but 
he added, they must meet the 
challenge and raise enough crops 
so that there will not cea really 
se:ious food scarcity in the future.

After gll this great conference 
didn't get very far. Farmers should 
tell the Federal Government at 
Washington to quit making all the 
cttarts to guide and govern mil- 
lions of acres of farm lands across 
the United States.

The American consumer is the 
man with the biggest 'biceps in our 
free economy and when labor, or 
capital or management force pric- 
es too high commodities or ser- 
vices don't sell— and both men 
and machines are unemployed.

Toscanlnl, the incomparable 
maestro, conducted an all Men- 
delssohn program Saturday, in 
honor of the 100th anniversary of 
the death of that prolific and 
much esteemed musician. The lat- 
ter portion of the program was 
devoted to the music written as 
incidental music for Midsummer 
Night's Dream, as lyrical a suite 
as you will find in the vast litera- 
ture of music. The very familiar 
Wedding March, the Scherzo, and 
the Overture are among the more 
frequently played parts of this 
score. No comment is needed on 
Toscaninl's reading; all of his per- 
formances are flawless. 

To keep in tune with the occas- 
ion, we next played Mendelssohn's 
Piano Concerto No. 1 in Q Minor, 
recorded by Sanroma and the 
Boston Pops Orchestra, under Ar- 
thur Fiedler. This concerto has 
not been performed as frequently 
as many other works for the piano 
and, while its first and third move- 
ments tax the technique of pia- 
nists, it is not beyond the scope 
of our present day masters of the 
keyboard. Sanroma gives a bril- 
liant performance of this compo- 
sition and lends a singing quality 
to the melodies in the second 
movement. He also plays two of 
the "Songs Without Words" as 
piano solos, both being spiritedly 
performed. 

No review of this composer's 
work can fail to mention his Vio- 
lin Cencerto. Our recording is by 
Menuhin and the "Orchestra Des 
Concerts Colonne," under Georges 
Enesco, who was Menuhin's teach- 
er. Menuhin played this at his 
last Norfolk concert, with Henri 
Bala, a magnificent accompanist 
playing the piano arrangement of 
the orchestral score. Ttvs concer- 
to has a second movement of rare 
and pure beauty. The famous ca- 
denza in the first movement was 
written by Mendelssohn after ma- 
ny consultations with a violinist 
named David, for whom he wrote 
the work. This is the work that 
caused Schuman to write him in 
Cctober, 1845, "It is really a fact, 
dear Mendelssohn, no one writes 
such pure harmones, and they 
keep getting purer and more in- 
spired." 

All of us are familiar, if we have 
heard any secular music at all, 
with his marvelous aria, "Hear Ye 
Israel," from the magnificent scoie 
of "Elijah," a cantata that has 
enough drama to class as an op- 
era. Our recording of this is sung 
by Dorothy Maynor, who sings it 
with superb purity of tone and 
clearness of diction.

the destroyer U88 Douglas H. Fox 
after it was hit by a mine in the 
Northern Adriatic en route to 
Trieste from Venice on Sept. 29th. 

The Owens, flagship of Destroy- 
er Squadron 2, hurried to the dis- 
aster scene Immediately after the 
explosion. She stood by to offer 
assistance and provide medical 
facilities for the injured. After re- 
turning the injured to the Army 
base at Trieste, the Owens pro- 
ceeded to escort the damaged Fox 
to drydock in Venice. 

The Owens has been moored in 
the heart of Trieste where riots 
occurred Sept, 15th and 10th upon 
the signing of the Italian peace 
treaty by the Big Four in Paris. 
Capt. R. N. McFarlane. Command- 
er of the destroyer squadron, has 
ordered the Owens to stand by to 
assist U. 8. troops in Trieste as 
necessary for the protection of 
American civilian in Trieste in 
case of any further disturbances. 

After its departure from the 
United States in July, the Owens 
visited Gibraltar, Malta, Oulfe d* 
Juan, France, Algiers, Algeria, Iz- 
mir, Turkey, and Trieste.

The first line from the Beach to 
Norfolk ran only to Broad Creek 
and a ferry steamer carried pas- 
sengers from that point to the Oli 
Bay Line piers in Norfolk. Bridges 
were later built for the railroad 
and the ferry service was discon- 
tinued in 1094. 

Most of the early engines on the 
narrow gauge pike were built by 
the Virginia Iron Works In Nor- 
folk and were of a type *^*h i 
those used on Mm r~ 
vated lines.

scope has broadened beyond the 
power of estimation. There Is 
hardly a home without one, two 
or three radios and at least one 
is turned on 50% of each day. 

Different Technique 

Mrs. White emphasized the fact 
that the technique of radio ad- 
vertising is very digerent. An an- 
nouncer must sell his listening 
audience by ear and Imagination 
and must make his argument so 
convincing that the would-be 
customer is thoroughly convinced 
in the limited time allowed for 
the commercial that the product 
fits his needs. There are no re- 
peats. He can not go back to the 
waste basket a day or two later to 
verify what he thought he had 
heard. 

n its farreaching powers the 
radio also has four definite phases 
of usefulness; disseminating in- 
formation, preading propaganda, 
rendering public service and ad- 
vertising and should go hand in 
with newspaper and magazine ad- 
vertising. 

n conclusion Mrs. White advo- 
cated a thorough self-education 
about the usefulness of radio ad- 
vertising and to give it a try if 
convinced of its benefits to the 
individual business enterprise.

State Highway 
Department Gives 
Road Contracts 



RICHMOND— The State High- 
way department this week an- 
nounced results,, of bids received 
November 18 for the construction 
of two projects on the Virginia 
Beach Boulevard In Norfolk and 
Princess Anne Counties. 

Ames and Webb, Inc., of Nor- 
folk, was low bidder on both jobs, 
with 184,809.80 for the work on 
Broad Creek Road in Norfolk, 
and 323,157.10 for 1.817 miles of 
widening between the Norfolk 
city limits and Route 13 clover, 
leaf. 

Both bids will be reviewed by 
the Highway Commission before 
any decision is announced on a- 
ward of contracts, officials said. 

Proposed improvements on the 
job in Norfolk call for 58-foot 
concrete pavement forming a 40- 
foot driving surface and two 8- 
foot parking lanes, with two 4- 
foot sidewalks in addition, on ap- 
proximately one mile. 

The project is urban Federal 
aid, with the Government bearing 
50 percent of the cost, the State 
25 percent and the city 25 per- 
cent. 

Proposed construction outside 
the city on the Boulevard covers 
the first widening project in the 
stage construction plan of mak- 
ing Route 58 into a divided four- 
lane highway. The existing 30- 
foot pavement will be widened on 
each side to form two 24-foo' 
lanes divided by a 4-foot raiscl 
center strip, from the Virginia 
overhead at the city limits almost 
two miles' to the cloverleaf at 
Route 13. 

Broad Creek bridge wi}l be wid- 
ened principally on one side to 
flatten the curve now at the east 
end of the structure.

Result of School Study 

Members of the school board, 
meeting in July, adopted a resolu- 
tion requesting authorization of 
the bond issue. The resolution 
followed a report from a survey 
commission, appointed toy the 
State Superintendent of public 
instruction at the request of the 
school board. The commission 
studied the school needs of the 
Negro population of the county 
and recommended the construc- 
tion of a new high school build- 
ing, on additional acreage adja- 
cent ot Princess Anne County 
Training School. 

Judge Kellam's order sets forth 
that "the court doth approve said 
loan and bond issue, which ap- 
proval is here entered of record, 
together with the action of said 
boards, and the court deeming 
it necessary for Princess Anne 
County, Virginia, to issue bonds 
not in excess of $250,000 for the 
erection of a new high school 
building for the Negro population 
in Princess Anne County, Virginia 
and that said resolutions have 
been properly passed and certif- 
ied to the court by said county 
school Qoard and board of super- 
visors in accordance with law." 

The commission also recom- 
mended the consolidation of 13 
elementary schools in^o three 
elementary school centers, to be 
located in the vicinity of Kemps- 
ville, Cceana and Princess Anne 
Court House. Erection of the high 
school was considered by the 
commission and by the school 
board to be the most urgent need 
in the new program.

Divest money to 

the money spent to correct crime and youth 



To-day American business is more dependent on educated 
irregardless of race, color or creed, than ever before 




Musical Musings 



by Milton Epstein 



After listening to a beautiful 
Mozart program conducted by Ar- 
turo Toscanini, we turned to our 
own library for more compositions 
by this prolific composer, a man 
who wrote some of the greatest 

music the world has ever known 
under conditions of poverty and 
privation, and who, tho he lived 
only 35 years, enriched this civi- 
lization with more than 600 com- 
positions. 

First we listened to Sir Thomas 
Beecham's recording of the "Linz 
Symphony," written in 1783 for 
Count Thun, who lived in the City 
of Linz, and who entertained Mo- 
zart most hospitably. Like all of 
his music, it has a serenity that 
detaches it from the realities of 
life. Jt is written In four move- 
ments — in turn majestic, serene, 
stately, and kaleidoscopic. 

Next we turned to the record- 
ings of his Serenade, "Eine Kleine 
Nachtmusic," (Music for a Little 
Evening), recorded in Vienna :'cy 
Bruno Walter, a bright and elas- 
tic composition, with a romantic 
second movement and a cheerful 
and lively third movement; a 
gratifying work for string orches- 
tra. 

The Quintet for Clarinet and 
Strings, which we played next, has 
been recorded recently by the 
Philharmonia String Quartet, with 
Reginald Kell playing the Clari- 
net. It is a supremely lovely work, 
and was written in 1789 when 
Mozart's fortunes were at their 
lowest ebb. So great was this 
man's genius that no hint of his 
personal trials are evident In this 
calm,, profound and well balanced 
composition. 

For vocal listening, we played 
some parts, of Verdi's Opera, "La 
Traviata." This opera borrows its 
story from the elebrated novel of 
Alexander Dumas, "Camille." The 
plot would seem a trifle simple 
and often silly today, but it thrill- 
ed our grandparents when the di- 
vine Sarah Bernhardt played it. 

Veii wrote great melodies for 
tins opera, and onnected them 
with some fine choral numbers. 
The drinking song in the first act, 
and the denunciation scene which 
makes up the finale of Act Two, 
are good pieces of concerted work, 
with melodious parts for the So- 
prano and Tenor. - • 

The great Soprano Arias, "The 
One of Whom I Dreamed." fol- 
lowed by the Coloratura Aria, "I'll 
Fill the Round of Pleasure," have 
been favorites of all of our well 
known sopranos. We have Galli- 
Curci and Lucrexia Bori doing 
them in the grand manner. 

Marie Barrientos and Charles 
Hackett made a record of the love- 
ly duet. "Ah. Merer Forgotten 
Day," and Oalli-Curci sings the 
"Farewell to Bright Visions" from 
Act 3, with a lyrical quality to her

They have appeared at alt the 
hearings, and they have repre- 
sented all kinds of retail business 
— chains, department stores, inde- 
pendents, specialty shops, food 
dealers, etc. And practically all of 
them have shown that markups 
are tower than in the past, that 
the expense of store operation has 
substantially increased, and that, 
4n spite of heavy volume, net pro- 
fits have declined. 

This testimony is important in 
that it indicates the place of the 
retailer in the economic scheme 
of things. He is in the unfortunate 
position of being directly on the 
firing line of customer ire— with- 
out being able to do anything 
about the high prices that keep 
consumer tempers at white heat.

No 
need to buy expensive doors — 
sturdy ones can be constructed 
from wood framing and the large 
rigid asbestos cement boards. 

A machine shed of this kind can 
be built at modest cost by covering 
the side framing with large sheets 
of asbestos cement board and ap- 
plying a roof of asbestos shingles. 
This tvpe of construction is highly 
weather-resistant and rehires no 
periedic painting.

The people of Virginia Beach are undertaking something worth 
wbilpwhen they sponsor a cleanup campaign.

The United States is a big country, rich to natural resources. It 
is also sue of the most wasteful countries on earth.

The indirect money loss is estimated to be 
two or three times as great as the direct loss. It is measured in dim- 
inished industrial and agricultural production , to unemployment, to 
reduced opportunities, and to the loss^of taxable resources. 

Eyery expert knows that we can prevent around 90 per cent of 
all fires. The President's conference on fire safety, held in Washing- 
ton last May. hud down a splendid, all-inclusive program for battling 
the menace on national, state and local levels, and for ed uc ating the 
public But It cannot succeed unless it is given a full measure of sup- 
part by aH the people. The great majority of fires are the result of 
individual flaffriessnpffi and ignorance. And the cure lies with the 
individual.

much shall I tip?" True, tipp- 
ing has become traditional, 
but it should be remembered 
that it is a custom and is al- 
ways at the discretion of the 
traveler. For those who wish 
to tip, the deciding factor 
should be the quality and the 
amount of service rendered. 
While it very often seems 
that almost everyone with 
whom the traveler comes in 
contact on his journey has 
his hand extended palm up, 
there are some instances 
where tipping is not custom- 
ary- For example, never tip 
at any time for air travel. 
Air line personnel are specif- 
ically instructed by their 
companies to refuse gratui- 
ties. Several railroads recent- 
ly adopted the same policy, 
asking the public to refrain 
from tipping porters and din- 
ing car attendants. 

On railroads where this 
policy does not exist the tra- 
veler is usually expected to 
tip the parlor car attendant 
fifteen cents for service if 
the journey is less than four 
hours duration. For a longer 
day journey the usual amount 
is twenty five cents. A simil- 
ar amount plus ten cents for 
shoe shine is usual for an 
overnight trip in a Pullman 
berth. Allow fifty cents as a 
minimum if the journey is in 
a private room of any type. 
In the dining car, the custom- 
ary scale is: Breakfast, fif- 
teen cents; luncheon, twenty 
cents; dinner twenty five 
cents. 

Seldom «is it customary to 
tip service station or garage 
attendants, or personnel con- 
nected with the operation of 
motor courts. Railroad, bus, 
steamship line and airline 
ticket agents and A.A.A. 
travel counsellors are never 
tipped!

On cruises to the West In- 
dies and to other points, it is 
customary to tip the stew- 
ards on a weekly basis.

When 
on luxury cruises the mini- 
mum may be . increased b y 
25' «. For short trips of two 
or three days, such as a sail- 
ing to Bermuda, half of the 
above scale is suggested, 
with a like amount for the 
return journey. On freight- 
ers and some river and lake 
cruise ships where the serv- 
ice is not elaborate, tips will

In every case, remember that 
ship's officers, like railroad 
and Pulman conductors, are 
never on the tipping list. 

When on a sightseeing 
tour by bus, the guide is 
customarily given twenty- 
five cents for each member 
of the party. The pooled a- 
mount is usually shared with 
the driver. If a private auto- 
mobile is used, the chauffeur 
usually looks for a minimum 
daily gratuity of $2.50. 

However, these "tips for 
tippers" are merely sugges- 
tions, and the amounts may 
be considered the minimum 
emolument for services rend- 
ered. To tip or not to tip still 
is the prerogative of the 
traveler.

Oceana was originally known 
as "Tunis Station", which name 
it carried until the late eighties. 
Between 1880 and 1885 a narrow 
guage railroad was built through 
the property of a Mr. Tunis. 8oon 
after the railroad was built Mr. 
Tunis sold the property lying on 
the South side to a Mr. Ellis who 
later transferred it to Mr. White- 
hurst. E. I. Youngblood from Ohio 
purchased 500 acres on the North 
side of the railroad for $5,000 and 
built the home there which is now 
occupied by Sam Snapp. 

In 1900 there were five houses 
in the village along the railroad 
tracks. Mr. Joe White and his 
blacksmith shop and one other 
residence facing the tracks. Mr. 
Oeorge Bonney owned the prop- 
erty where. the present post office 
is located. He had a store at that 
location. Prior to Mr. Bonney's 
possession of the property a salo- 
on was located there and run by 
Mr. Fred Runnells, a native of 
Michigan. A general merchandise 
store was owned and run by Mr. 
C. K. Runnells, brother of the 
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PtuueM

Gordon also built a cotton gin 
next to Mr. Joe White's shop. 

Mr. McKinney came to Oceana 
about 1907, he, Mr. Joe White and 
Mr. Ben Gimbert are now the old- 
est and oly living residents of the 
early period of Oceana history.

This base 
is a permanent station through 
which hundreds of air trainees 
pass during the course oi a year. 

Thus the little five house vill- 
age of 1880 is fast growing into a 
community in which its residents 
old and new, can take great pride. 

Oceana High School 

Oceana boasts a very modern 
high school, among its assets. 
During the summer of 1906, Supt. 
of Public Schools of Princess 
Anne County, meeting with E. I. 
Youngblood, discussed the possi- 
bility of consolidating some if the 
one room schools into a single 
large school. Educational meet- 
ings were held and upon advice 
of District Examiner W. A. Jen- 
kins, State Superintendent of 
Schools, J. D. Eggleston and Prof. 
J. H. Saunders Oceana was sel- 
ected as the most central location 
for the school. 

Contract Let 

At a meeting held in Providence 
church in the spring of 1907, the 
'contract was let for a four room 
'school to be built at Oceana. Tn 
! September 1907, Prof. Saunders 
'designed the building and E. I. 
Youngblood donate the land and 
building :egan. On January ?. 
1908, 80 pupils enrolled with Prof. 
J. S. Eastman as principal. Mi.;. 
W. C. Willett, Miss Minnie Jar- 
vis and Miss Mary Smith as <?rale 
teachers. E. I. Youngblood served^ 
1 as trustee in place of S. P. Olds- 
.who r esigned

Five one room schools had been 
consolidated in this first school. 
The next term opened with two 
more schools added with 150 pu- 
pils enrolled. J. A. Fairchilds of 
111. was principal. 

It soon became evident that the 
facilities were inadequate and 
through the liberal aid of patrons 
another building was complete 1 
in January 1909. Three teachers 
were added to the faculty and the 
enrollment jumped to 217. 

Mr. Youngblood devoted his 
time and efforts to Improving the 
school and grounds and built all 
walks around the school at his 
own expense. His work extended 
to laying out the streets in the 
community of Oceana and plant- 
ing umbrella trees which he had 
raised in his own nursery. Oaks 
were also planted by Mr. Young- 
blood along many of the streets. 
Catalog Printed 

Another gratuity of Mr. Young- 
blood was the printing of a cata- 
log in 1909-10 containing pictures 
of the school pupils and faculty 
and many homes in Oceana, a- 
long with rules of the school and 
what was expected of pupils, par- 
ents and teachers.
